Consulidation of Coal Companies— 
Fate of a Prominent Mason—Sure 
rendered Himself—The New Dee 
parture In the Episcopal Church. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—Itis expected 

that by the close of the present month 

ull the arrangements will have been 
completed for the consolidation of 
the Wilkesbarre, Honeybrook and 

Lehigh Coal Companies, with all of 

their tributaries. If the consolida- 

tion is effected the new eonecern will 
be Known as ‘The Lehigh and 

Wilkesbarre Coal Company,” and 

will begin business with a capital of 

ten million dollars. The stockhold- 
ers of the Central Railroad of New 

Jersey will be largely interested in 

the organization, and though that 

company will not be merged into the 
combination, a close relation will be 
established.

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FROM LOUISVILLE. 


Railroad Affairs—A Terrible 
mestic Tragedy. 

LOUISVILLE, January 3.—The situ- 
ation in railroad circles here is un- 
changed. The strikers on the Jeffer- 
sonville, Madison & Indianapolis 
Railroad still hold out, and assert 
positively that they will not re- 
turn to work unless their demands 
are complied with. It is not proba- 
ble that the engineers on the Nash- 
ville Railroad will strike.

He alleges that his 
wife has been unfaithful to him.

Reassembling of the Spanish Cortes— 
President Castellar’s Message—The 
Abolition ofSiavery Kecommended, 
MADRID, Jan. 3.—The Cortes re- 
convened in session yesterday, and 
President Costellar read his message. 
He says that order prevaiis every- 
where in the country, except on the 
worth, where the Carlist war exists, 
and at Cartagena, which was captur- 
ed by the Criminal Insurrection. 
That city and fortresses and iron clads 
have not been recaptured, because of 
the want of troops and resources, but 
the final overthrow of the insurrec- 
tion iscertain, There is undoubtedly 
direct communication between Car- 
list and Cartagena insurgents. The 
Presideut says that the Carlist war 
has been terribly aggravated by dis- 
organization, lack of discipline and 
dissension in the Republican ranks, 
and he appeals to all to face 
trouble in the country to sink party 
differences and unite in the defence 
of the Repnblic. While war exists 
nothing but a war policy is possible. 
The expenses of war during the re- 
cess of the Cortes were four hundred 
milion reals. The Government has 
distributed the military commands 
among the Generals of all parties in 
order to give the army a natioual 
character. 
President Castellar reeommends the 
passage of bills providing for free 
ublic instruction, and for the annihi- 
ation of involuntary servitude and 
slavery on both sides of the Atlantic. 
He says: ‘‘You must first establish a 
stable government, then the Europe- 
an powers will soon reecgnize the Re- 
public. No nation has any irre- 
movable antipathy to Republics. 
All countries first desire’ to 
see order maintained and protection 
given to the immense commercial 
interests. Senor Castelar promises 
to lay before the Cortes all the docu- 
mentsin relation to the Virginius 
affair. These, he said, will demon- 
strate that war has been avoided 
while the principles of international 
law have been upheld

THE STREETS.—The huge stone cul- 
vert on South Street, near Blount 
street, is rapidly approaching com- 
pletion. In our rounds yesterday 
we had occasion to examinethis work, 
and also the stone culvert on Cannon 
street, and find that it has been well 
done, though ata considerable cost 
to the city. The completion of the 
South street work will be the open- 
ingof that street to the Holloman 
or Smithfield road, which will prove 
a great advantage to persons visiting 
the city from that direction, as also a 
great to the property, 
and benefit to residents in that por- 
tion of the city. 

Stone culverts are to be erected on 
Harrington street, near the Central 
depot, where the bridge is now used, 
and all other points where bridges 
are now in use. A contract has been 
made with the owners of the rock 
quarry to supply stone the present 
year at $500, and it is believed that 
all the wooden bridges, besides a large 
amount of new work can be comple- 
ted by 1875. We learn that it is con- 
templated by the Street Committee 
this year to push the extension of 
Edenton, Jonesand some otherstreets 
west across the Raleigh & Gaston 
road. We know of no work that 
would redound more to the interest 
of the city than this, and we shall 
hail its commencement as the dawn- 
ing of a new era in the prosperity of 
our rapidly growing city. 

We learn that an order has already 
been issued for the extension of 
Blount street north to the Raleigh & 
Gaston railroad, through the farm 
of Henr Mordecai, and _ south 
through Bledsoe’s farm to the North 
Carolina road.

THE MINERAL SPRINGS.— Years 
ago Raleigh was very proud of and re- 
joiced muchly over the mineral 
— which was discovered in the 
old field in Eastern Ward, now 
occupied by Mr. Gulley asa hennery, 
but it was neglected, and was soon 
swallowed up by the mire. Com- 
missioner Backalan, in making his 
excavation for the foundation of the 
South street culvert, struck the same 
stream of the old mineral spring, 
which was so bold as to seriously in- 
terfere with his work. Many persons 
have tested the waters and all agree 
that they contain a large per cent. of 
mineral matter and superior in quali- 
ty. Commissioner ‘kalan was 
careful to protect the channel of the 
stream, which he has caused to run 
underneath his culvert, at the end of 
which hewill build a handsome rock 
basin, and will run stone steps from 
the parapet on the street down to the 
same. The stream running from 
under the hill, on which the Shaw 
Collegiate Institute stands,is bold and 
inexhaustible ; the water is clear and 
cold,and,considering its mineral eom- 
pound, very pleasant to the taste.
